The Negro soldiera-live in peace in every part of «be world. ««- 
sept the southern states of the U. S. A. They have been to Cuba, 
-the Phillipines. Mexico, some of them are in Prases, perhaps fight- 
ing at this moment. In all parts of the north they have been 
stationed asd no complaint has been offered as to their cat n duct. 

The 25th Infantry left Spokane a few years sga.aod the Cham- 
ber ef Cemnserce tendered to their chaplain, a colored atari, a ban 
qaet. The daily papers expressed their sorrow at their reiag. The 
sohrmaa of the daily press fairly teemed with tetters of regret at 
their departure. All of these letters were from m» ^ber r of the 
so-called superior race. 

When a state of anarchy prevailed at Spokane and Chis*' Sul- 
livan ssas assassinated, supposedly by I. W. W.. the sheriff was 
powerless, mere than 700 I. W. W.'s were incarcerated. At last 
the gevernnient was called upon. The commanding officer st Ft. 
Wright marched down Riverside avenue with 400 black* soldiers. 
The 1. W. W.'s were marched to Ft. Wright and anarchy. like the 
silent Turk, folded its tent and went its way. 

At that time black soldiers looked mighty good to Spokane. 
These fellows don't compuuo of tbe heat .of Mexico. They don't 
ears for the Bee of the snipers. They welcome death on the bat 
tlefield of France. They enptured Sitting Bull with Gen. Miles 
autSgained the title of Buffalo soldiers. We say they can stand 
any tiling, but Use wanton brutality of .the South they will never 
stand. 

These men are trained to fight — and they will. 

It seems as if tbe particular trouble was provoked when a 
black soldier was arrested by a police officer. When a soldier is 
arrested here, he is promptly turned over to the military authori- 
ty*. This mi* doss not appear to hold in the South, aa applied by 
the, damnable crackers, when a black soldier is involved. The 
South appears to be a law unto itself. 

The whole difficulty lies in the fact that the south has never 
been reconstructed.

If tbe waste were distrib- 
uted sccordlng to tbe per capita con- 
sumption of the vsrlous meats (exclud- 
ing bonea). It would nae up s com- 
bined herd of over (136,000 beef ani- 
mals, 'JO 1,000 calves, over 1125.000 
sheep snd Ismbs, and over 2.132,000 
hogs. 

Millions of tons of feed ' snd hay, 
tbe grass from vnst pasture* snd tbe 
Intior of srmles of cattlemen snd 
butchers "also would be scrapped by 
this meat-wante route. 

Wsste of meat or fat Is Inexcusable, 
ssy the government experts. Every 
bit of lean mest can be used In soups, 
atews, or In combination with cereals; 
every spoonfot of fit can be employed 
In cookery; every bit of drippings sod 
gravy csn be saved no easily snd used 
to add flavor and nourishment to other 
dishes.

Tbe book of Daniel, with the great 
prophecies, fulfilled and unfulfilled, n 
one of tbe most interesting and Impor- 
tant In the Bible. Without a grasp of 
tbe prophecies of this book it Is abso- 
lutely impossible for one to know the 
New Testament and the times In which 
we live. Daniel gives an outline 
entire oeriod of time from the piisslng 
of supremacy to the Gentiles in Nebit- 
chadneuar to the final overthrow of 
the Gentile dominion, to the establish. 
mem of the mlllenlal kingdom. The 
course, character aod end of Gentile 
dominion are given. It la that rwrlod 
known in Scripturea aa the "times of 
the Gentiles" (Luke 21 :24). 

The book of Daniel falls Into two 
paris: Part 1 (chapters 1 to A), lo 
which the prophet appears an the di- 
vinely chosen Interpreter of dreamt; 
part II (chapters 7 to 12). iu which the 
prophet appears as tbe mouthpiece of 
God. setting forth In visions, not 
dreamt, the times of the Gentiles, The 
book Is Written In two butgUgss, He- 
brew uml Aramaic — chapter 1 :1-«UJ and 
chapters 8 to 12 (Hebrew); chapter* 
2:4-7:28 (Aruiimlc). . The purl which 
concerns the Hebrews was Written In 
their own tongue and the part ,«hlch 
concerns Ihe empires of the world is 
written. In- their tongue. 1

Tbe object no doubt in tbe 
chance of name waa to obliterate his 
national and religions connection and 
Identify blm with tbe heathen people. 
The king of Babylon evidently liked 
Danlel'B appearance and acholarablp. 
but waa avers* to bis rellglaa. It la 
the same today. Nations and Individ- 
nsla era perfectly willing to rat tg 11 Hi 
aoeVutiTiie the acholarship aad efficien- 
cy uf Christian ministers and mission- 
arlea, bat are not willing to embrace 
their religion.
